Burmah, The 
various 


peoples who inhabit the last addition to 
the British Empire appear to be all of 
Mongolian affinities, but they differ 
from each other as widely as do the 
races of Indo-European stock. Out of 
the total population, which may be 
placed at seven millions and a quarter, 
the true Burmese are about one-half, 
the rest belonging to the races known 
aa Karens. Kakhyeus, Khyens, Shuns 
and Talaing. The whole of these races 
have, in common with the remainder 
of the peoples who are not dominant in 
in Indo-Chlna, descended at various 
periods either from China or from 
Tibet, and may be considered for the 
most part as more or less Siniciscd abo- 
riginal peoples who have fled south- 
ward to escape the political power of 
China. No two authorities seem to 
agree respecting the relative dates at 
which all these various peoples entered 
the peninsula. The Talaing was cer- 
tainly in possession of Pegu and Ar- 
racan before the Burmun, and the Tal- 
aing race still forms the bulk of the 
population in the delta of the Irrawadi 
and the Sittang. TheTnlaingis usually 
considered to bo related to the Kolarian 
of Hindustan. In person he is smaller, 
plumper, fairer and less hard-featured 
lhan his Burmese conquerors 


Less seems to be known about the 


Karens than the Tulaing, but Lacou- 
pcrie believes that thay were dominant 
in liulo-Chiuiv previous to the irrup- 
tion of the various races of Shan« Mr. 
Bryce believes that in Burmah they 
post-date the Tibetans. There are at the 
present time U\o verj' different t.vces 
within Burmese tertitory who bear the 
name of Karens. 
One of these is the 


Karcnnees ov Red Karens so-called 
from the color of their brceolies—a 
tribe of untamable head-hunters, own- 
ing allegiance to no one; and the white 
Karens, a quiet and inofi'ensive race in- 
habiting some districts of Lower Bur- 
mah, especially the mountains of Ten- 
asserim. 


The Burmese proper arc among the 


oldest people of the country. Over- 
whelmed by the "Shans they after awhile 
arose again, and imposed their yoke 
upon their former masters. As a race 
theyha\e shown great vitality; while 
a-, individual^, though habitually indo- 
lent, they are capable of great displays 
ot energy when sufficiently aroused. 
The Burmnn is the P.irisian of Asia. 
None can excel him in all the giaces of 
politencs.9 
The good-humored, hard- 


working but less courteous Shun ap- 
peals to him a savage. 
In stature the 


Burmese are inferior to the Shan, 
though taller than the Tailing. The 
gieat Shan race, though less numerous 
in Binnmh tlmn the Bmmese them- 
eilves, is now preponderant in the 
peninsula. The Siamese are Shan.asaie 
the peoples to the north of them, 
whether paying tribute to China, Bur- 
mah, Annarn or Siam 
Some defect in 


the Shan ihitacter seems to prevent 
then agglomeration into laige masses, 
•ind thus it luia come to pass that most 
lit' their Prince- aie tributary, though it 
can not be disputed that the northern 
Slums of Burmah 'ind the Laos States 
are the most energetic peoples of the 
peninsula. 


The Knkluens we' a iiicle people, 


when compared with the Shans or the 
Burmese. 
They inhabit the hilly dis- 


tricts of Assam and northwestern Bur- 
mall, and hu\e lecenth, owing to the 
weakness of the Burmese power, en- 
croached toward the south. In Assam

The Jury Commission Bill. 


The jury commission bill, which has 


passed the Illinois Senate nnd is expect- 
ed to pass the House at an early day, 
promises to work n much-needed reform 
in the manner of selecting juries. 


The bill empowers the judges of courts 


of record in each county, or a majority of 
them, to choose three electors whose 
duty it shall be to prepare a list of all 
persons qualified for jury service within 
the county. From time to time as they 
may be needed the commissioners are to 
select a number of names from this list, 
write them on separate tickets and place 
them in a jury box, from which they are 
to be drawn at random when required for 
jury service. The persona selected shall 
be of different occupations and residents 
of different parts of the county. 
The 


grand jurors are to be drawn in a fi'milar 
way. 


At the end of each term of court the 


names of such persons as have served 
shall be struck from the jury list, and 
shall not be used again until all others 
on the list shall have been exhausted. 
The compensation of the various officers 
required to carry out the l»v» is to be 
fixed by the county board, but is not in 
any case to exceed $2,000 a year. 


If faithfully executed such a law would 


result in a greatly improved jury service. 
It would abolish the nuisance of the pro- 
fessional jurors, and would insure the 
selection of juries composed of men of 
different callings and widely scattered 
throughout the community. It would 
not have the politicians on the county 
boards to detail for jury their friends, 
supporters, dependents nnd henchmen, 
but would compel prominent citizens and 
business men to take their chances with 
the rest in entering the jury box. This 
is ns it should be. Intelligent and un- 
prejudiced men are needed on juries if 
thev are needed anywhere.

How the Regiment Wae Received 


m Deoatur—At the Charles- 


ton Biot. 


It was m March, '64, that the old 41st | 


Segunenb was ordered from Yioksbnrg, 
Vlias., to join the Red Hirer campaign 
with Banks. That portion ot it that had 
re-enlisted reminded the commander that 
we had been promised a 30 days' fur- 
lough, accordingly the veterans were 
sent up the Mississippi river to "God's 
countrj," to see the loved ones at home, 
while the non-veterans went with Banks 
on the disastrous Ked Kiver campaign. 
The veterans arrived at Cairo and there 
took the oars for Decatur, where we ar- 
rived verv early one morning; tint the 
word had gone ahead of us that the boys 
m blue who hnd battled for the Union 
under gallant old Col. Pugh and Col. 
Tapper were coming, and all Decatur 
was alive with flags floating, and bells 
were ringing- welcoming us back to the 
old home we had left in 1861 to go to the 
front and battle for the Union. We were 
met at the depot by a large delegation of 
Decatur's loyal citizens, headed by the 
mayor and city council and a host of 
ladies, and welcomed to the city. A 
grand breakfast was prepared at the old 
Revere Honse which we took in at the 
first charge and which was paid for by 
the citizens of Decatur. Our old flag 
thatTse had earned through D0nelson, 
Shiloh ami Corinth was brought out and 
we greeted it as we did in other days 
when the gallant Tupper and others 
went down underneath its folds. After
